Thit 
Act provides for mediation In and arU 
tration of disputes between onr inter 
Mate railroads and their employees, li 
was doubtless well meant, but It pro 
videesoob cumbrous and complicated 
method*, and is so vague In many o 
its prevision*, that it is dlffleolt to see 
how it can be of practical beneflt. A 
Jumble of function* to be performed 
by tbe UtsrsUts Commsroe Oomeal» 
•ton, tbe Ciranit Court*, and tbearbi 
tratore to be appointed, with appeali 
to the Oirenit Court of Appeals, leaves 
on* who reads tb<» Aot very mnob in the 
air H to really what Is meant and what 
the Aet is capable of accomplishing. 
The arbitration provided does not ap- 
pear to be oompuUory. It recognize* 
labor organization*, bat doe* not shut 
oat employees who are not member* ol 
them.

OD the big cattle range in tbe days wben 
tbe famo of Dodge City, Abilene, Hayes 
Oity and Ellis was on tbe wane as tough 
towns of Kansas and their npbnilding as 
law abiding communities bad begun.

"About this time tbe camp begins to 


get short on grub, and some four or fl\e 
of tbe boys was sent toMedicipe Lodge, 
across tbe Kansas line, witb wagons to 
bring back a supply of necessaries Kau- 
nas was not a prohibition state then, 
and you conld get most any kind of 
stimulant in Medicine Lodge—tbat is 
to say they had rye and Bourbon wins 
tcy, and I suppose tbey also had beer 
In them days I never conld see the vir- 
tues of beer

Medicine Lodge, and so we kept pretty 
well wet.

Of coarse, all of tbe boys what 
conld bo spared wanted off to see the- 
monkey business of them redskins.
